Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's asserts the claims are allowable over the prior art, for 
the references do not teach reactions occurring within a fluid stream. Applicant states reactions of the prior art occur in 
wells. Applicant further asserts no fluid stream exists within the wells. The examiner disagreed with applicant. 
Applicant states a fluid stream is a net flow of motion of substances. The examiner asserted that even if such a 
definition is considered motion can and will exist in a well or container, especially when stirring or agitation occurs.. 
Furthermore the claim is not limited to any particular fluid. As such a stream can be present in such a structure. The 
examiner stated the claim does not specify any particular structure in which the reactions occur. Applicant stated the 
claims are method limitations, hence no particular structure is required. The examiner agreed, asserting fluid flow or 
reactions in any structure could possibly meet the reacting step. While the claim does not recite any particular 
structure, applicants specification discloses the reactions as claimed occurring within a reaction chamber 108. Palmer 
in particular teaches introducing reagents in a flowline (page 11) and reactions in a reaction chamber induced by 
stirring (page 4, last paragraph; page 9, last paragraph). The examiner informed applicant he did not agree; however 
the final decision is left to the SPE. The examiner agreed to present the argument to SPE. Applicant stated he would 
file an appeal in the event the claims as drafted would not be considered allowable. 
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
